Playboy is in the 
midst of restructuring 
from a company that 
relies on traditional 
media such as maga- 
zine publishing and 
movies to one that 
primarily licenses its 
famous bunny brand. 

The company has 
struggled to keep its 
magazine division 
profitable, even after 
venturing into digital 
content. 

Playboy CEO Scott 
Flanders has called 
2010 a “transitional 
year” for the com- 
pany, saying he ex- 
pects overall sales to 
continue to decline 
but that its licensing 
business-its most 
profitable segment- 
would grow. 

After cost-cut- 
ting measures, the 
company reported a 
$962,000 loss in the 
first quarter of the 
year, but that was an 
improvement over its 
nearly $14 million loss 
a year earlier. 

The company 
continues to make 
cuts to streamline the 
organization and an- 
nounced in June that 
it will take a $3 million 
restructuring charge 
in its second quarter.

Bidding 
war for 
Piayboy

NEW YORK Shares of Playboy surged nearly 35 percent 
Monday morning as a bidding war emerged for the iconic 
adult entertainment company 

Founder Hugh Hefner proposed to take the company 
private Monday morning. Later Monday the owner of 
Penthouse magazine said it will put up a bid for its long- 
time competitor. 

Playboy Enterprises said Hefner offered to buy the 
remaining shares of the company that he didn’t already 
own at $5.50 each, a 40 percent premium from the stock’s 
$3.94 closing price on Friday The offer values the com- 
pany at about $185 million. 

Just hours after Playboy’s announcement, FriendFinder 
Networks— the parent company of Penthouse— said it 
was working on a rival offer. 

FriendFinder CEO Marc Bell told cnnmoney.com 
that Hefner’s announcement got his attention and that a 
FriendFinder bid could be announced shortly 

“We think the price is low and there’s a lot of value 
there,” he said. 

Earlier Monday Playboy said in a statement that Hefner 
is concerned about the company’s brand and the editorial 
direction of the magazine and is not interested in selling 
Playboy to another company 

Hefner, who launched Playboy magazine in 1953, al- 
ready owns 69.5 percent of Playboy’s class A stock and 
27.7 percent of its class B stock. 

Hefner’s proposal mentions a partnership with private- 
equity firm Rizvi Traverse Management to finance the 
deal. 


Consumer Reports’ bad reception for iPhone 4

NEW YORK Influential product review 
magazine Consumer Reports said Mon- 
day that it will not recommend Apple’s 
new iPhone 4 to consumers because of 
reception problems. 

“Consumer Reports’ engineers have 
just completed testing the iPhone 4, and 
have confirmed that there there is a prob- 
lem with its reception,” the magazine 
said in a blog post on its website. “When 
your finger or hand touches a spot on the 
phone’s lower left side— an easy thing. 


especially for lefties — the signal can sig- 
nificantly degrade enough to cause you to 
lose your connection altogether if you’re 
in an area with a weak signal.” 

Apple acknowledged the problem 
earlier this month, claiming that the is- 
sue was a software glitch, not a hardware 
problem. The company said the formula 
it used to calculate how many signal bars 
to display was incorrect, exacerbating the 
apparent decline in signal strength for 
customers in weak signal areas. 

But Consumer Reports said its study 


called into question Apple’s “optical il- 
lusion” claim: It tested the iPhone 4 
along with several other AT&T phones, 
including the iPhone 3GS, in a con- 
trolled signal environment. None had 
the signal-loss problems the iPhone 4 
demonstrated. 

The review said electrically bridging 
the gap between the phone’s two anten- 
nas appears to be the cause of problem. 
The magazine suggested covering the gap 
with a non-conductive material like duct 
tape as an “affordable” solution.

Grant beefs up 
CTA security 

A young man got off a Red Line train Friday afternoon and looked to 
his left and right. Then police stopped him. 

Going Public watched Chicago Police Det. Andre Watkins ask 
the man where he was going and where he lived. He asked him if he 
had recently been in prison because there were no shoelaces in his 
Converse All Stars. Prisoners’ shoelaces often are confiscated before 
lockup, Watkins told the man. 

After interviewing him for about lo minutes and checking his 
information via radio, Watkins let the man join his fellow CTA riders 
in the Lake station. 

Watkins said he and two other Chicago police officers were on 
the lookout for terrorists and “suspicious” people Friday The CTA 
recently received a $3.6 million grant from the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security for police presence over three years, CTA spokes- 
woman Wanda Taylor said. The funds cover training, equipment, 
additional personnel and a canine unit. 

Taylor said the agency doesn’t release information about police 
deployment. CP spotted officers Friday afternoon in the Grand 
Blue Line station and on the Clark/Lake Blue Line subway platform. 

Watkins said the police patrols began this month. He said the 
young man on the Lake platform caught his eye because he looked 
around when he got off the train. T^icaLlj CTA riders either know 
where they are going or they follow the crowds to the exits, Watkins 
said. Watkins, who is black, said the man’s race (black) was not a fac- 
tor. 

Watkins said the man’s lack of shoelaces also caught his attention. 
But the man pointed to a white man who was wearing a similar shoe 
style sitting a few feet away 

“He brought a fashion trend to my attention,” said Watkins, who 
acknowledged the science behind “reasonable suspicion” is not perfect. 
“It’s a fine line between the civil rights and the expectation of safety”

THAT’S HOT 

News alert: It’s hot in the CTA subways. On Friday afternoon, GP tried 
to figure out exactly how hot the platforms are. Using a thermo-hy- 
grometer, GP measured the humidity and temperature of three Red 
Line stations and three Blue Line stations that see high ridership: the 
Roosevelt Lake and Chicago Red Line stops and Division. Clark/Lake 
and Washington Blue Line stops. GP also tested the Jackson platforms 
on the Red and Blue lines. 

The results: Temperature on the eight platforms ranged from 
82 degrees to 86 degrees and humidity ranged from 47 percent to 
53 percent Blue Line subways generally were cooler than Red Line 
subways but more humid. See the results for the individual platforms 

at redeyechicago.com/goingpublic.

Worn down by a grinding commute from 
his home in Joliet to the John Marshall Law 
School in downtown Chicago, aspiring at- 
torney Mario Reed says he would gladly 
shell out a chunk of his future retainers for 
less congestion on the expressways. 

“There’s nothing more frustrating than 
dealing with traffic,” said Red, 28. “What- 
ever that cost would be, I would be happy 
to pay It would make the quality of my life 
much better.” 

Already plagued by the nation’s third- 
worst traffic congestion with little hope 
of building a way out of gridlock, Chica- 
go-area motorists need to seriously con- 
sider whether they’re willing to pay more 
to avoid traffic jams, transportation ex- 
perts say 

A new federally funded study by the 
Metropolitan Planning Council and the 
Illinois Tollway suggests it’s time for Chi- 


HOW THE STUDY 
WORKED IN ILLINOIS 

After evaluating the toll ways and ex- 
pressways in the seven-county region, 
officials targeted three routes for the 
study: the l-55/Stevenson Expressway 
from 1-355 to downtown Chicago; the 
Jane Addams Tollway/l-90 from 
l-290/Route 53 to Elgin; and the revers- 
ible lanes on the Kennedy Expressway 
(1-90/94). 



cago to embrace the concept known as 
“congestion pricing.” 

This strategy imposes the supply-and- 
demand model on traffic conditions. Ex- 
pressway motorists pay a fee— or a premi- 
um toU on the tollway— to use a particular 
lane or lanes during peak-demand periods. 
The fee would vary, depending on traffic— 
maybe about $4.50 for Reed’s commute on 
the inbound Stevenson— and lane usage 


would be “managed” to guarantee steady 
traffic flow, say 45 mph. 

“The public understands that unpre- 
dictable traffic conditions make everyday 
driving like a game of roulette,” said Joseph 
Schwieterman, an urban transportation 
expert at DePaul University “Congestion 
pricing is about the only weapon we have 
in our arsenal to encourage more efficient 
use of our expressways [and tollways}.” 

Proponents say that the strategy creates 
incentives to travel during less-crowded 
times, encourages carpooling and transit 
use, and cuts wasted time and money from 
motorists stuck in traffic. Congestion- 
priced lanes also have been shown to im- 
prove traffic flow in adjacent lanes. 

The tollway and MPC applied for a fed- 
eral grant in 2007 to fund the study of con- 
gestion pricing. The planning council sup- 
ports the concept, while the tollway hasn’t 
taken a position.

City officials said it could take up to five 
and a half months to process the initial ap- 
plications for gun permits. After a shake- 
out period, applications are expected to be 
processed within a few weeks. Police Supt. 
Jody Weis said. 

“The ordinance was built giving us some 
time to get all of the bugs ironed out of 
this, so we’re taking a little longer time for 
the first four months,” Weis said. ‘After 
that, it’ll be on a much quicker basis.” 

Residents applying for the Chicago Fire- 
arm Permit must submit the paperwork 
in person at police headquarters, 3510 S. 
Michigan Ave., Weis said. 

The form can be downloaded from the 
police department’s website, although 
technical problems made the site unavail- 
able for part of the day on Monday, offi- 
cials said. 

About 80 people showed up at police 
headquarters Monday to inquire about the 
permits and the department received more 
than 150 phone calls, officials said. 

Some residents also went to gun shops 
outside the city to find out what was up. 
Some hoped to leave with a firearm, but 
found they could only take the first step 
toward getting a gun, filling out an appli- 
cation for a Firearms Owners Identifica- 
tion card. 

The FOID card, issued by the Illinois 
State Police, is required before registering 
a firearm. 

“Everybody wants to sign up for some- 
thing but they don’t know what,” said Don 
Mastrianni, owner of Illinois Gun Works, 
a gun shop and firearm training facility in 
Elmwood Park. “We’re still trying to de- 
cide what we believe they need because we 
don’t have any specific guidance for setting 
up training.” 

Piotr Malewski, 23, of Chicago, already 
had his FOID card and was excited about 
starting the process toward buying the .357 
Magnum he’s had his eye on. 

“I’m a little ecstatic today” said Malews- 
ki, a college student who said he wants a 
gun for protection at home. 

‘As a Chicago resident. I’m almost where 
I am able to have a handgun. I don’t want 
to feel like a criminal if I have a gun in the 
city”

Another crash at 
troubled crossing 


No one injured when 
Metre train hits semi 
on city’s Northwest Side

Doug Blair was sitting on the upper deck of 
a Metra train this morning, working on his 
laptop, when he heard the locomotive’s horn 
sound for about lo seconds. 

“Then we heard a crunch and long scrape 
along the side of the train,” said Blair, a 
59 -year-old Arlington Heights resident who 
works downtown. 

It was the sound of yet another accident 
at the rail crossing at Nagle and Avondale av- 
enues in Chicago, which the state just listed as 
one of the most accident-prone in northeast 
Illinois. 

When Blair looked outside, he saw the cab 
of a semi crumpled against the side of the 


car he was in. The crossing gate was down 
between the cab and the trailer and didn’t ap- 
pear to be damaged, he said. 

No injuries were reported, and the Union 
Pacific Northwest Line train was delayed for 
about an hour. 

A Tribune story published Monday identi- 
fied the crossing— along with one at 119th 
Street and Vincennes Avenue— as sites where 
multiple collisions have happened in the last 
five years. 

In Monday’s accident, the truck was 
stopped in traffic around 8 a.m. when the 
gates started descending, said Reba Butler, 
the truck’s owner and the driver’s aunt. He 
was unable to go forward because the train 
was approaching and unable to back up be- 
cause of cars stopped behind him. 

Her nephew got out before the train struck, 
Butler said. “He was OK,” she said in a phone 
interview. “Shook up, but OK.” 


Jackson: LeBron treated 
like a ^runaway slave’

The Rev Jesse Jackson inserted race into 
the debate of LeBron James’ departure from 
Cleveland. 

The racial composition of sports fran- 
chises drew attention after Jackson criticized 
the comments of Dan Gilbert, the majority 
owner of the Cleveland Cavaliers, who said 
last week that James’ decision to sign with the 
Miami Heat was a “shocking act of disloyalty” 

“His feelings of betrayal personify a slave 
master mentality” Jackson wrote in a state- 
ment released Sunday by his Chicago-based 
Rainbow PUSH Coalition. “He sees LeBron 
as a runaway slave.” 

While Jackson acknowledged the NBAs 


progress, he said Gilbert’s remarks hurt the 
league and reflected the mindset of his peers. 

“Owners do have this proprietorship men- 
tality,” Jackson said in a telephone interview 
Monday “You can own a player’s contract for 
the tenure of a contract, and LeBron honored 
that contract.” 

James, the NBAs reigning Most Valuable 
Player, announced July 8 that he would join 
Dwyane Wade and Chris Bosh on the Miami 
Heat after seven seasons playing for the Cavs. 

“I strongly disagree with Rev Jesse Jack- 
son’s recent comments and we are not going 
to engage in any related discussion on it,” 
Gilbert said in a statement. NBA spokesman 
Tim Frank said the league has no comment.

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Doomed boat called for help

PHILADELPHIA The crew of a tour 
boat that sank in a collision in the 
Delaware River last week made radio calls 
to a vessel involved in the crash, but those 
calls went unanswered, federal investiga- 
tors said Monday 

The tour boat crew told investigators 
that they made radio calls to the vessel Ca- 
ribbean Sea that were not answered, the 
National Transportation Safety Board said. 

The Caribbean Sea was towing a barge 
that collided with the tour boat, causing it 
to sink in 55 feet of water, the report said. 
Two people died. 


Crew member avoids NTSB 

One of five crew members of the 
Caribbean Sea invoked his Fifth 
Amendment right against self-incrimi- 
nation and declined to meet with inves- 
tigators, the National Transportation 
Safety Board said. 


“We remain confident the NTSB will 
shed light on all of the facts surrounding 
this accident. Our mutual goal is to ensure 
nothing like this ever happens again,” said 
Chris Herschend, president of Ride The 
Ducks. Since RTD Philadelphia began in 


2003, there has never been a serious ac- 
cident and only a handful of mechanical 
breakdowns, company officials said. 

The tour boat, the DUKW 34, carried 
35 passengers and two crew members when 
it experienced mechanical problems about 
five to 10 minutes before the crash, the 
NTSB report said. That problem led the 
ship’s master to anchor the tour boat. 

Meanwhile, the Caribbean Sea ap- 
proached, towing a barge. Around 
2:36 p.m., the bow of the barge hit the 
small tour boat, causing it to sink, investi- 
gators said.

He just wishes it came 
without “The Decision.” 

Speaking from Las Vegas, where 
the league’s owners met Monda}^ 
Stern said he would have advised 
James to tell the Cleveland Cavaliers 
of his choice to leave for the Miami 
Heat much earlier than when it ac- 
tually took place— and that the two- 
time MVP shouldn’t have made the 
announcement in a made-for-TV 
special. 

“Ill-conceived,” Stern said. 

James, Dwyane Wade and Chris 
Bosh all decided last week to play 
together in Miami, working out six- 
year deals after talking with each 
other at times throughout the free- 
agent process. Dallas owner Mark 
Cuban said Sunday he wanted the 
NBA to examine how all three 
joined the same team. 

But in the Monday meeting of 
the league’s Board of Governors, no 
formal complaints were levied. Stern 
said. 

“Our players, having negotiated 
for the right to be free agents at 
some point in their career, are totally 
within their rights to seek employ- 
ment with any other team,” Stern 
said. 

Stern, though, took exception 
with Cleveland owner Dan Gil- 
bert’s sharp-tongued reaction to 
the move. Stern said he was fin- 
ing the Cavaliers $100,000 after 
Gilbert called James “narcissistic” 
and “cowardly”
